The outlook for enacting som e 
to rt of financial 
aid program to 
keep schools from closing and in­ 
sure the continuation

was considered bright for these rea­ 
sons:

The need 
of 
assistance 
to 
achools and sub-oivisions has 
be­ 
com e so acute that it no longer can 
be ignored. 


2. 
The election Is past. and the 
lawm akers, many of them “ lam e 
ducks.” can vote without fear that 
their actions will provide political

nents, at least not for nearly two 
years. 


3. The Ohio retail council has 
withdrawn

4. Gov.-elect Martiu

gram of Gov. George W hite, “what­ 
ever it is, to meet the crisis,” mak­ 
ing for more cohesion among the 
Dem ocrats. 
Governor To Outline Proposals 
Tonight'* session is expected to 
be little more than a perfunctory 
organization affair. The real work 
will 
begin after Governor W hite 
appears before a joint session of 
the 
senate 
and house tomorrow 
and ow ti 1m s hi* proposals.

i These proposals include a retail 
ales 
tax, 
a personal earned In­ 
com e tax, and a one per cent in­ 
crease iu the utility tax. New laws 
designed to strengthen the hank­ 
ing structure also may be submit­ 
ted. 
R eenactm ent

liquid fuel tax may be proposed, 
too. 
The governor has been outspok­ 
en on his ambition to put over his 
program before he retires to pri­ 
vate life, Jan .

Gasparri 
was 
nominated by the 
Pope in 1932 to head the church 
after the Pop* »’s death. 
Pope Pius offered a private pray­ 
er 
for 
Cardinal 
Gasparri 
before 
starting work today. M enages of 
regret cam e from all parts of the 
world. 


Prem ier 
Mussolini 
was among 
the first to >end a m essage. Cardi­ 
nal 
Gasparri, 
a1'hough an anti­ 
fa s cis t, 
did 
important work for 
conciliation 
of 
the 
tetrarch and 
state dispute in 
Italy which cul­ 
minated with the t-ignature of the 
Latern treaties of 1929. 


Although lie retired from oftice 
iii 1930, Cardinal Gasparri rem ain­ 
ed an active winker. He was ap­ 
pointed secretary of stale by Pope 
Benedict XV in 1914. and was re­ 
tained when Pope Pius went into 
office in 
1932. One of bi* major 
accom plishm ents 
was 
a codifica­ 
tion of canon law. 
Pope Pius ordered the funeral of 
Cardinal Gasparri, to be held at IO 
a. rn. Thursday. 
The service will take place in St. 
Ignatius church, conducted by Msgr. 
Tito Trocchi, auditor of the Apos­ 
tolic chamber. 
Cardinal G asparri'a body, vested 
in his cardinal's robes, was trans­ 
ferred today on a portable throne 
from 
his 
bedroom 
to his 
throne 
room, where it will lie in state un­ 
til 
W ednesday night, guarded by 
prelates and nuns.

The governm ent instructed min­ 
ister* at La Pas and Asuncion to 
remind Bolivia and Paraguay that 
Argentina is strictly neutral and to 
ask precautions against perm itting 
forces to cross into Argentine ter­ 
ritory.

died yesterday from the effects of 
hydrochloric acid In h's lungs. He 
died without learning whether his 
rubber 
compound, as transparent 
as glass, will he successful — his 
associates believe It will. 
The scientist inhaled hydrogen 
chloride gas while transferring a 
quantity of it from one container 
to another Thursday in 
a 
Gary, 
Ind.. laboratory, where he worked 
In addition to his duties at North­ 
western university. 


E. M. Kratein, a research asso­ 
ciate. gave this explanation: 
"Instead of using an air pressure 
m achine to force the gas, which I* 
kept under terrific pressure at 125 
Dr. Gebauer put hts 
lips to th© 
tube. 
The heat of hia breath ex­ 
panded the g a t and forced it down 
his throat! 
Dr. Gustave Egloff. an associate 
of Fulnegg, said: 
"T h e transparent 
rubber 
will 
have great advantages. 
It Is im­ 
pervious lo w ater and will not de­ 
compose over 
a 
long 
period of 
time. 
The invention is practically 
com plete."
